Tbo proaonco of tho vanguard of tho 
railway enrvoying parly for tho Pacific 
oouBt will, it is hoped, havo a tendenoy 
to revive tho drooping Bpirits and 
Btruogvhon tho weak knooa of Iuobo 
amongst us whoBo power of belief oau 7 
not outrun tho organ of sight, — thoBO 
■who would not beliovo tho Canadian 
Government uiucero until they saw the 
BurveyorB, and who, in all probability 
will only believe in the ruilway whon 
thuy hoar tho whiatlo of the locomotive 
•—nay, faith, not till they eee tho loco-' 
motive itself; for they aro firm adho. 
rents of tho doctrino that ' Seoing'a be- 
lioving.' But tho presence of . {hese 
sucvoyors will also havo tho effoet of 
causing to crop up ouoo more in tbo 
public mind tho question of route 
and terminus— a queslion of groat in» 
tenet to tho Dominion at large, but 
especially interesting to this part of it, 
Tbo cogent reasons of policy which 
would carry the railway to Esquimau 
have alroady beon gb vory fully and, nd. 
wo venture to think, so conolusivoly 
promoted in theee columns, that it will 
Boaroely bo thought nocesBury to futiguo 
the reader with a recapitulation of thuui 
iu tbo present article 1 ; but tho fresh in- 
terest occasioned by the arrival of tho 
survoyoiM would soom to suggest a low 
thoughts upon tho subject. There is 
reason to believe that tho Oanndiuu au- 
thorities lully roa'izo that tho railway 
must bo carried to Esquimalt it thoro 
aro no insuperable engineering difficul- 
ties in tho way. We employ tbo word 
•insuperable' in a modified senso ; for 
■wo know very well that in tbis ugo of 
engineering and scientific triumph tbo 
word would ba Inapplicable in its unre- 
stricted signification. But what wo 
mean to Hay is this: Tho railway must 
Lo carried to Ib.-qtiiuiult if the engineer* 
ing obstacles to its progross are not snub, 
ay to involve q money expoi.ditaro 
wholly dispropoi tioned to tho objects to 
bo attained in seeking that magnifi- 
cent harboar. TMis much granted, lot 
us proceed to look at tho matter iri a 
practical way. It is known that tio 
engineering ditlieultioB present thorn-, 
solves on tho entire route oetween Eg- 
quimalt and Seymour .Narrow-. Tho 
oountry through which that portion of 
the ruil way would past is not only sin- 
gularly favorable in an engineering paint 
of viow, but it is highly favorable ns 
prosoniiug a rongo of agriculturulauif 
Uiiuoral»laud3 of sufficient preso insole' 
value to defray tbo entire cost pt: the 
enterprise. In respect of tho routo'on 
the mainland, enough appears to bo 
known tojusuty the conclusion thai the 
Kocky Mountains can be moro roa lily 
reached from opposite. Jobn-on's Strait 
than from any bluer point; and as for 
tbo Kooky Mountains, well informed 
men havo long since ceased to think ol 
thorn aa presenting any serious difficulty. 
The great question would appear, there- 
fore, to tflfduoo itself to the following 
very simple proposition: — Can the rail- 
way bo earned over or uuder tbo waters 
which set off Vancouver Island from 
tho rnaiulund at a money expenditure 
at all Within the bunn-a of reason ? Wo 
say 'over or under,'' bocauso. in this age 
of tunnels it is by no uioam eeittin tb;U 
•undor' would not bo tbo boiler eoursf, 
And thia is the groat quoi'Jon to bu 
answered— tho piobiem to tho work ol solv- 
ing which we hop* to see the en^ioeeriDh' 
BkHl ol Mr Sandfofd Fleming and oil atufl 
earneaily und inipatiially upplied. The 
vanguard, aa we tiuve termed il, of tbs eu- 
gineeriog foron for itiis coast proceeds at 
once to tho Uocky Moontaioi and will work 
towards tiio Pacilic; but Mr Sandlord Flem- 
ing will uiiive in the first weak ol August 
with the remainder of the loroo, arid will, 
are led lo bulieve, St once address biiuself to 
the solution of the problem ulroady adverted 
to. In our simplicity wo h:td fallen into thj 
belief that the iuiiial mep hIiquIU have been 
to decide at what point the seaboard shall 
bo readied, and that die whole work ol ex- 
ploration would have been beyur, and con- 
ducted with Biqulraalt a* tho goal, should it 
have boon found practicable to ero=s to Van- 
couver Island. And we still must regret 
that Mr Sandlord Fleming should have 
found it neoessaij to lo*e so much time iu 
reaching tbid cuatn, wbeie the eogioeeriog 
crux undoubtedly lies. But, of course,, w- 
aro Opnsoled wiih the rtitlaoiioii that Mi 
Sandlord Fieming und ihe etninc-nt engineer 
on hisbtaif must know better- than we can 
possibly do when, how, and where to begin 
tho work. At any rate we beg to reestoie 
the public miud thus for : Although the par- 
lies now among!! us will without 
delay to tho several pusnea iu the Kocky 
Mountains and v.ork westward, there IP not 
the slighteat roaion tp ooi.oiude that, there- 
fore, 'The survey* the present year will be 
confined to the oouoUy between the meridian 
Of Fort Kumloopa and the (o it-hilla nt the 
cast wide ol the Kocky Mount ins.' It is, ns 
Las been stated, intonded u;j'. other parties 
Bhull bo ut WOlk on the coast, and it i< quite 
in uooordanoe with thu programme of the 
Dominion Govenimont thai the pMrniourj 
suivuy Bhall be bompleled this year, and me 
result placed before Parliament at its next 
scsBion. We uro quile uware that, id carry- 
ing out the suivsy and iu uiuking dis report, 
Mr Fleming will be guided by his inalruct- 
ions and by his own judgment; bill, at tho 
■nine time, it must be ruuiornbored thut, as 
tho looolion ol Hie route end terminus on 
this side ul the odulio'oot most largely and 
directly oOaceros Ibis people, they have a 
natural right 10 e Xf ept tbal they will, to some 
extent, bo hoard where they have so much 
at stake. Ii should ba remembtjred, tocj 
thai, with all Ins eminent professional ability,
